Tengku Abdul Rahman's vision of 2 “Mighty Malaysia”—a new South- 
enst Asian nation of 10 million people spread over a land area of 
130,000 square miles—has met with warm reception in ail the terrl- 
tories concerned, but doubts have been expressed over how auch a 
union can be brought about.

The Federation Prime Minls- 
ter’s plan encompasses inde- 
pendent Malaya, internal self- 
governing Singapore, the British 
protectorate of Brunel, nnd the 
two British Colonies of Sarawak 
and British North Borneo, 

Since the Tengku first an- 
nounced his plan to bring the 
five territorivs closer together in 
pollileal and cconomi{e co-operno- 
tion — “Malaya today as a 
natlon realises that she cannot 
stand alone and in Isolation,” he 
sold at the tlhme — the Prime 
Minister has had talks with the 
SIngapore Prime Minister, Mr 
Lee Kuan-yew, the Sultan of 
Brunei, head of the oll-rich 
state in Borneo, and Ieaders in 
Sarawak. 

The three British representa- 
tives in the Borneo terrltories— 
the High Commisssoner in 
Brunel, the Governor of Sarawak 
and thé Governor of British 
North Borneo — have aolready 
held -a conference with Lord 
Selkirk, British Commissioner 
General In Southeast Asia. Lord 
Selkirk is now in London re- 
Porting to the British Govern- 
ment on the views of the three 
British heads in Borneo.and the 
reaction in thelr territories. 


Other states 


Political observers here en- 
visage these alternatives of the 
plan: 

++ Singapore, North Borneo, 
Brunei and Sarawak should be- 
come member states of the 
Federatlon, thus increasing the 
number of states in the Federa- 
tlon to 15; 

+ The Independent stete of 
Singapore and the pr.posed 
Federation of the three Borneo 
territories should join the 
Federation in 2 Confederation of 
Malaysian States. 

These observers point out that 
under the Malayan Constitution, 
Parliament is permitted to admit 
other states into the Federation. 

All the — observers - were 
unanimous that the -blg unity 
plan would take five to 10-years 
to materfatise, even ff pursued 
without pause. 

But they point out that while 
Brunel had been “warking hard” 
to conform to Malayan charac- 
teristics, Britain was boosting 
English os the unifying language 
ot North Borneo and Sarawak 
and pushing the Indigenous 
peoples of the two territories 
further and further apart by 
playing up thelr communal 
interests, 

SINGAPORE: This self- 
governing island state of over 
1.6 million people, who are pre- 
domlinantly of Chinese origin, is 
Joined to the Federation 
Malaya by a causeway. Pa: 
from Singapore to the Federation 
across the causeway is un- 
restricted. The only thing fs a 
customs post on the Malayan 
side of the border. 

Education in the state is being 
given o Malayan slant, with 
Malay to be made the Ilngua 
franca of the territory in«time to 
come, with English, Chinese and 
Tamil as second languages. The 
People's Action Party Govern- 
ment olso Inys grent stress on 
the people of the State develop- 
ing =a “Malayan consclous- 
ness” and the Ministry of Cul- 
ture is taking a very active 
part in developing (his loyalty. 


Politics 


Politleal consciousness is wet] 
developed as Singsporcans first 
began to vote in the state in 
1052, and were first to fill 
legislative council] sents, and 
now the legislative assembly. 

Polltically there should be 
no trouble in Singapore merg- 
ing with the Federation os one 
of the dogmas of the PAP Is 
“full independenge through a 
merger with the Federation.” 
The Prime Minister, Mr Lee, 
has already publicly supported 
the Tengku's plan—if it meant 
o faster, easler merger with the 
Federation. 

“Independence through 
merger in a larger unit is no 
cletriy before us and will be 
achieved sooner than anyone 
mnanined two years ago,” he 
sald. 

Gcographicay Singapore and 
the Federation are part of the 
same unit and even now Sinan 
pore’s entrepot services remain 
the major artery of the Federa- 
tion's economic well_belng, al- 
though the Malayan Government 
is pushing ahead with plans 
to expand its own ports.
